And thereupon Delessert departed. 


Delessert now set to worK, aided by all 


tho forces the prefect of police could bring 
to bear, to delect and expose this consum- 
mate- sorcerer, whnm the ruder processes of 
our ancestors would have easily disposed of 
by—comliuratioii. Persistent inquiry Balis- 
fled Delessert that the man was neither n 
Hungarian nor named De Laso ; and that no 
matter how far back, his power of "reminis- 
cence"' might extend, in his present and im- 
mediate form bo had been born to this un- 
rogeneiate world in tho toy making city of 
Ntirem.burg ; that ho was noted in boyhood 
for his great Invn for ingenious manufac- 
tures, but was very wild, and a bad subject.

If tho enemy will 
not come from their intrenchmeiits, we 
must drive them out at all events, other- 
wise the town of Boston will be set on lire 
by them. I shall nob desire one of you lo 
go n step farther than where I go myself at 
your head. Itemember,'gentlemen,we have 
no recourse to any resources if wo loso Bos- 
ton, but to go ou board our ships, which 
will bo very disagreeable to us all." 


There was now a general discharge from 


Howe's fiold-pieces from tho Copp's Hill bat- 
torias, and from those on tho ships, whilo 
the British columns moved forward in two 
divisions, tho right commanded by General 
Howe, who proposed to move along tho 
Mystic in order to penetrate tho American 
lino stationed at the rail fance, and cut off 
the retreat from redoubt; the left under Gon- 
oral Pigot to storm tho breastwork nnd re- 
doubt. In tho redoubt stood Colonel Pres- 
cott, awaiting the attack; behind the rail 
fonco was General Putnam. 
Both of thoso 


commanders knew how scanty was tbo sup- 
ply of ammunition, and how needful it was 
that thoir men should meet tho attack with 
tho courage o( veterans.

manufactory of fireworks and pyrotechnics. 
Ton nieu nnd boys were employed in the 
building at the time, only ono of whom es- 
caped uninjured. 
Without a- moment's 


. warning the building blew up with a terrific 


report and tho confused mass of inflamma- 
ble debris atouco took fire, aud was entire- 
ly consumed before assistance) could bo 
rendered by the fire department. 


Sii bodies were burned, and charred be- 


yond recognition, were taken from the ruins. 
John .Woods, a carpenter, who was at work 
near a window, jumped out and escaped, at- 
tributing it io a sudden, presentiment that 
something terrible was about to happen, 
which prompted him to escape. lie had 
proceeded barely twenty ftibtfrom the build- 
ing when the explosion occurred. Thomas 
Hurley, Michael Trimity and Wm. Moclyn 
wore rescued from the ruins badly burned 
and bruised, perhaps fatally. 
So far, tho 


bodies of Thomas Dooley, Herbert Heelyu, 
John JlcMtmora., Thomas Oochratie, John 
H, Kelley and Wm. Burrill were taken from 
tho charred debris of tho building, so burned 
nnd blacked as to be boyoncl individual rec- 
ognition. Tho cause of the explosion is un- 
known.

Col. Morriam, of tho regular 
army, and Col. Ford acted as marshals. 
Captain McNeoly was unable to pursue the 
raiders under Kicardo 1'lores, because his 
horses were broken down.

cuts or other vehicles, or in any other way, 
any goods, wares or nieichandiso whatever, 
shall be fined not less Uuui ton dollars, nor 
more than twenty dollars. 


SKO. ^. Any Sheriff, 
Deputy Sheriff, 


Town Sergeant, or Constable, may within 
his precinct arrest any person fouud viola- 
ting tho provisions of tho foregoing section, 
and may detain him not exceeding twonly- 
four hours, unless ho shall within that lime 
liava been arraigned for such offence before 
tho justice or Clerk of tho Justice Court 
having jurisdiction., of tho same, aud may 
also detain the 'packs or packages, and all 
other merchandize and property, which tho 
person so arrested may havo with him at 
the time of such arrest, for tbo purpose of 
hacking and peddling; and the officer so 
defining Eueu merchandize and property 
shall be allowed a reasonable compensation 
for tbe safe-keeping and care of the same, 
to be taxed in the costs of prosecution and 
conviction for said offence.
